“It appears now that nearly 75 per 
cent. of the 400,000 helpless women, 
children and non-combatants in Cuba 
affected by former Capt.-Gen. Weyler’s 
policy are dead. Despite the orders is- 
sued by Gen. Blanco to feed the starv- 
ing, the daily mortality of the remain- 
ing reconcentrados is frightful. The 
rabid Spaniards who believe that only 
by extermination of the race can the 
Cuban war be won, openly challenge 
the good faith of Gen. Blanco’s state- 
ments as to his intention to feed and 
find work for those whom Gen. Weyler

| The Two Policies Spain Has Ap- 


parently Had in Mind.

. NEW YORK, Nov.. 16.—A dispatch 


| to the World from Havana says: 


“Gen. Blanco has entered upon an’ 
almost hopeless task. ‘The present 
Cuban situation is such that it seems 
impossible to effect the reforms which 
the greatest army in the history of the 
colonial wars has failed to accom- 
plish. Spain's present policy is an- 
nounced to be one of combined con- 
ciliation and force. It appears to be, 
as some Spanish journals have called 
it, ‘a suicidal policy.’. 

“Tfie peculiar conditions of the 
Cuban struggle now make any con- 
ciliatory move a direct play into the 
hands of the insurgents. Only about 
20 per cent. of the sugar plantations of 
Cuba that operated two years ago have 
machinery modern enough or cane 
good enough to warrant grinding at 
the present price of sugar. 

‘More than half of the rural popula- 
tion has disappeared, having been 
murdered by Weyler and his support- 
ers. The same men are much more 
directly accountable for the inhuman 
manner in which their’ splendidly 
brave soldiers have been underfed and 
uncared for. 
servatively computed from official fig- 
ures little more than half are left alive 
and well of the 80,000 vigorous peasant 
lads that Spain sent to Cuba. The fig- 
ures’ are: Died in hospitals, 32,000; 
killed and died in the field, 12,000; sent 
back to Spain as ‘inutile,’ 25,000; now 
in hospitals, 12,000; total, 81,000.

DEMANDS INVESTIGATION. 


Count BEssterhasy Denies That He 
Disclosed Military Secrets. 
[ASSOCLATED PitESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Nov. 16.—Comte Esterhazy, 


who, it is said, answers the description 


of “a rich and titled officer, well known 
in Paris society,” who had been re- 
quested to resign his commission in the 
army in consequence of the continued 
leaking of military secrets since Capt. 
Dreyfus was deported, has written a 
letter to Gen. Billot, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, with regard to the 
“alleged infamous accusation.” He 
demands an investigation, and says he 
is ready to reply to all the charges that 
that may be brought against him. 

Count Esterhazy, in an interview, de-. 
clares he is the victim of a plot. He 
adds that a month ago he received an 
anonymous letter warning him that 
a former high official of the War Office 
was formulating charges against him. 
The Count informed the Minister of 
War of the circumstances, urging him 
to investigate the matter. A week 
ago a lady handed him documents, ex- 
tracts from the Dreyfus papers of an 
exceedingly grave tenor, and, according 
to the Count, compromising Dreyfus to 
such an extent that when published

Continuing, Count Esterhazy as- 
serted that he had handed these docu- 
ments to Gen. Saussier, the military 
governor of Parigy but he first took the 
precaution to otograph them so as 
tan the means of defending him- 
self. 

The full name of the Count is Fer- 
dinand Walsin oo: He was for- 
merly a major in the French infantry. 
Early this year he was placed on half- 
pay on the ground of temporary in- 
firmities. He is connected with the cele- 
brated Hungarian family of Esterhazy, 
but when entering the army in 1870 he 
entered as a Frenchman. At one time 
he belonged to the foreign legion.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] A Sun special from Nyack, N. 
Y., says that the heavy wind and rain- 
storm which two weeks ago blew down 
the ’76 stone house at Tappan, where 
Maj. Andre was imprisoned before his 
execution as a spy, has accomplished 
more than the united efforts of thou- 
sands of persons who, in the last forty 
years, have endeavored in vain to gain 
admission to the historic building, for 
Dr. Stephens, the owner for forty 
‘years, today sold the building to 
‘Charles Pike, a wealthy resident of 
Tappan, who will rebuild he front and 
preserve the building as it is, ahd open 
it to the public, 

During his ownership Stephens 
would not permit any one to enter the 
house under any circumstances. Since 
he purchased the property people from 
all parts of the world have visited it 
to view the interior, but in every in- 
stance they have been turned away. 

The room on the north front, which 
was Maj. Andre's prison, is smaller 
than it was at that time, as the back 
part has been partitioned off into an- 
other apartment. It was in this room 
that Alexander. Hamilton and others 
visited Andre. Back of the front room 
was one in which Andre slept, and the 
window looks out to the west, where, 
tradition says, he saw the scafford 
reared for his execution.

GERMANY ALARMED. 


Exports to This Country Have De- 
creased Nearly 50 Per Cent. .

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Consul 
Monaghan at Chemnitz, in a report to 
the State Department on Germany’s 
exports to the United States, says: 

“Germany is alarmed. Exports to 
the United States are dropping off.

the best customer in many lines of 
manufactures. In the September quar- 
ter of 1896, seventeen consular districts 
sent to the United States goods 
amounting to $14,481,414. In the same 
quarter of 1897 the same districts sent. 
$7,189,112. The average loss over all 
the empife is nearly 50 per cent. 

“In many cases this indicates much 
more than mere money losses to our 
revenues. It indicates a diminution 
in exports from this empire due to the 
Dingley Bill. The public is told to put 
little confidence in newspaper reports, 
even if accurate.

DEADLY 


Nearly Killed a Mother 
and Daughters, 


Mrs, Schubert and Family of 
Three Taken Ill, 


Enough Arsenic Found tu Poison 
a Dozen Men. 


Doctors Summoned in Time to Save 
the Lives of the Sufferers—The 
Meal Had Just Been Parchased. 
No Clews. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.} 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 16.—[{Special 
Dispatch.) A whole family, consisting 
of mother ‘and her three daughters, 
were poisoned in this city yesterday by 
eating mush for breakfast in- which 
arsenic had been mixed, The suffer- 
ers have all recovered, An investi- 
gation followed, which resulted in 
bringing to light enough arsenic to 
have killed a dozen men. 

The family, which so miraculously 
escaped, is that, of Mrs. Dorothy Schu- 
bert. She ‘and four daughters yester- 
day morning partook of oatmeal, which 
they took from an original package 
recently purchased at a grocery. A 
few hours after eating, Mrs. Schubert 
was taken sick and a short time later 
her daughter, Miss Celia, employed as 
stenographer in a downtown whole- 
Sale house, returned home and com- 
plained of being very ill. The other 
three daughters were taken with vio- 
lent vomiting almost immediately 
afterward, and a physician was sum- 
moned. Seeing that the case was evi- 
dently one of poisoning, the physician 
called in assistance, and the doctors 
succeeded in bringing about the recov- 
ery of the family. 

A pasteboard box of the meal which 


stood in the cupboard and from which 


the family had breakfast, was ex- 
amined by a chemist this morning, and 
was found to contain a large quantity 
of arsenic. So plentiful was the 
poison that the crystals could be 
plainly seen with a magnifying glass, 
and the doctors say they cannot under- 
stand how the family ever could have 
eaten of the meal and recovered. 

Mrs. Schubert seems reticent about 
the case, but declares that the poison 
must have got in the meal by accident. 
She stoutly maintains that it could not 
have been put in by design. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 16.—Mrs. Dor- 
othy E. Schubert and daughters of No. 
406 Eleventh street have narrowly es- 
caped serious consequences from ar- 
senical poisoning. They ate breakfast 
together yesterday morning, partaking, 
among other things, of a certain prep- 
aration of mush. A few hours after- 
ward Mrs. Schubert was taken vio- 
lently sick. Her daughter, Miss Celia 
Schubert, stenographer in a _ local 
wholesale house, soon after appeared 
at the home, sudden illness having 
come upon her. Her sisters soon fol- 
lowed. Doctors were summoned, and 
they pronounced the symptoms those 
of poisoning. 

The contents of the stomach of one! 


of the suilerers were given toa chemist | 
for analysis. His conclusion was that 
arsenic had been swallowed. The mush 
eaten by the family was given over to 
analysis, and it is declared that this 
has been found to contain arsenic. 
Mrs. Schubert, when visited by a Bee 
reporter this afternoon, said that she 
was unwilling to give out information 
until the completion of the analysis of 
the cereal preparation partaken of yes- 
terday morning. She said, however, 
that there was no possibility whatever 
that the poison had been put in the 
mush purposely. The chemist had told 
the doctors, she said, that the poison 
was present in quantities to do harm. 
Mrs. Schubert and her daughter have 
recovered almost entirely from the ef- 
fects of the poison, and they regard 
their escape as miraculously fortunate. 
The original package—a pasteboard 
box—which contained the mea] from 
which the Schubert family ate, now is 
in the possession of a chemist, who said 
this afternoon that the meal remaining 
in the box contained enough arsenic to 
kill a very large number of people. 
The chemist was also given the con- 
tents from the stomach of one of the 
« Victims to make an analysis, and in it 
ihe also discovered a great quantity of 
(arsenic. When placed under a power- 
ful magnifying glass the poisonous 
crystals were plainly revealed. It was

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The 
ing Sea meeting, in which representa- 
tives of Great Britian, Canada and the 
United States have participated, came 
to a close tonight, the seal experts 
making a unanimous report concern- 
ing the condition of the seal herds, and 
the diplomatic representatives of the 
respective governments reaching an 
understanding by which they hope at 
a later day to effect a final adjustment, 
not only of the Bering Sea question, 
but of other pending border contro~ 
versies. 

For the present, however, no final 
action was taken as to the suspension 
of pelagic sealing. The Canadians 
urged that other questions be em- 
braced in any plan of settlement, and 
suggested an international committee 
toaccomplish thisend. This proposition 
was fully discussed, and an agreement 
reached that the Canadian Officials 
would put their views in writing after 
returning to Ottawa and submit them 
to the authorities here. All parties 
concerned say that the outlook is 
favorable to a satisfactory adjustment, 

The unanimous agreement of the ex- 
perts brings the governments together 
for the first time on all the facts re- 
lating to the seals. This agreement 
was reached after painstaking com- 


announced in an official statement by 
Gen. Foster as follows: 

“The delegates to the fur-seal con- 
ference have agreed unanimously on 
certain propositions touching the fur- 
seal herds of Bering Sea. The report 
contains. sixteen proposttions, which 
are briefly epitomized as follows: 

“That the Pribyloff herd has declined. 
in numbers from 1884 to 1897; that the 
number -was formerly three to five 
times that which now exists; that the 
death rate among pups is great, not 
more than one-half to one-third sur- 
viving to the age of three years; that 
the number of breeding females in 
1896 and 1897 was between 160,000 and 
130,000; that the decrease from 1896 to 
1897 was notable, though its extent 
could not be. definitely determined; 
that land killing of males, as now 
practiced, does no harm to the herds; 
that the pelagic sealers respect the 
limitations of ‘the law; that pelagic 
sealing involves indiscriminate killing; 
that the catch at sea contains a 
marked excess of .females; that the 
killing of males on land is the cause 
of this: that among the females killed 
are not only those both nursing and 
pregnant, but also many who are ime 
mature, or who have alremdy lost 
their pups; that the fur-seal being 
polygamous, a large number of males 
may be killed with impunity; that fe- 
males cannot be killed in similar num- 
bers without checking the increase of 
the herd or bringing about an actual 
decline; that a small number of fe- 
males less than the annual increase 
remnant of breeders, might be taken 
without preducing actual decrease; 
that excessive pelagic sealing has of 
late fallen off in greater ratio than 
the herd has, thus producing a ten- 
dency toward equilibrium in numbers; 
that in estimating the futyre conditicn 
of the herds must be taken in con- 
sideration reductions in the number of 
surviving pups caused by the pelagic 
catches of 1894-1895: ‘that the herd is 
not in danger of actual extermination 
so long as its haunts on land are pro= 
tected. and the protected zone is main- 
tained; that both land and sea killing 
now yield an inccnsiderable profit, 
either to the lessees or to the pelagte 
sealers themselves.

RUSSIA HAS WHEAT. 


SITUATION NOT SO BLACK AS 
WAS PAINTED. 


Since the Harvest She Has Been ox- 
porting Grain Very Freely and 
More Than Usual, 


FRENCH PRODUCTION FELL OFF 


HEAVY DEFICIT IN AUSTRIA-HUN- 
GARY’S OUTPUT. 


News from the Southern Hemisphere 
Favorable as a Whole—Weather 
in India and Europe Gen- 
erally Favorable. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Agri- 
cultural Department has issued its 
monthly review of the foreign crop sit- 
uation. Much attention is devoted to 
the grain crop of Russia, especially 
wheat, on account of its magnitude as 
a factor in the European supply. The 
review says that all accounts agree in 
representing the wheat crop as defi- 


cient, but as to the extent of the defi- |. 


cien¢y much difference of opinion ex- 
ists. After quoting. many dispatches 
painting the orop situation in various 


provinces in very black colors, and}. 


the statements of our Consul at Odessa 
that this year’s crop has proved a fail- 
ure; the review calls attention.to the 
fact that since harvest Russia has ex- 
ported grain ‘“‘very freely.” 

“The exports of Wheat from August 
1 to October 23,» says the review, 
“amounted to 4,152,840 quarters, against 
2,885,049 quarters and 3,383,780 quarters 
during the corresponding period in 1895 
and 1896, respectively. These very large 
exports have led commercial papers to 
withhold their credence from the more 
pessimistic of the reports which have 
been published. That the crop was de- 
ficient was admitted, but that the fail- 
ure was so serious as such reports im- 
plied, few of the grain dealers of West- 
ern Europe believe. Recently, how- 
ever, sOme change of attitude is be- 
coming apparent. Stocks in the ports 
are not increasing in the manner usual 
for this time of the year, and the opin- 
ion is freely expressed that after this 
month Russia can be relied on for only 
very moderate shipments. 

“It is generally understood that Rus- 
sia had large stocks of wheat left over 
from the crops of the preceding year, 
and this fact, coupled with the good 
prices which have prevailed, may ac- 
count for the large exports which have 
taken place, even though the crop fail- 
ure in large parts of Russia has been 
extremely serious.” 

The review says the estimates of the 
Russian crop are so uncertain that’ 
their reproduction would be of doubt- 
ful utility. 

The preliminary of the figures for 
France shows a reduction of 26 per cent. 
below 1896, and 17 per cent. below the 
average for ten years. As for five 
years, France and Russian produced 
26 per cent. of the world’s crop, the 
review says a heavy shortage in both 
countries would, therefore, be suffi- 
cient in itself to pfoduce a very sen- 
sible effect on the world’s supply, inde- 
pendent of the short crops in Austria- 
Hungary, the Danubian and Balkan 
countries and elsewhere, and the short- 
ness of the last crop in India, Aus- 
tralia and Argentina. 

In Germany. rye, which is the prin- 
cipal bread grain in that country, has 
been officially estimated at.4 per cent. 
less than last year’s crop. The various 
estimates for Austria-Hungary are 
more or less conflicting, but there is 
no doubt as to there being a heavy def- 
icit in the wheat crop. 

The wheat crop of the United King- 
dom is estimated at fifty and two- 


The preliminary estimate of the 
Italian wheat crop makes it 85,131,000 
bushels, against 144,722,700 bushels last 
year. The Roumanian wheat crop {fs 
estimated at 37,134,720 bushels. 

The Bulgarian wheat crop is. esti- 
mated at 40 per cent.; rye at 35 to 40 
per cent., and barley at 25 per cent. 
less than last year. 

The wheat crov of Turkey has been 
estimated at 50,800,000 imperial bushels. 

As regards crops now growing in the 
southern hemisvhere, the news con- 
tinues to be favurable on the whole. 
In Argentina, drought, which for a 
time in some provinces threatened 
serious injury, seems to have. been 
gradually broken, and danger of any 
serious loss from such a source seems 
now, in the advanced stage of the crop, 
to have passed. 

The Indian wheat crep has been sown 
under favorable conditions, and the 
same is in general true of the winter 
grain crops of Europe, and both in 
India and in ‘Europe the weather 
seems, in the main, to have been very 
favorable to the growth of the seed.

DRIVEN OUT BY GAS, 


MINERS ABANDONING THE SHAFTS 
IN ASPEN DISTRICT. 


About Six Hundred Men Out of 
Work and Betweén Forty and 
Fifty Miles of Workings De- 
serted—Smuggler Still Burning. 


[ASSUCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—A special to the 
Times from Aspen, Colo., says: 

“The situation here grows hourly 
more alarming, and unless the seat of 
the Smuggler fire is soon reached, there 
is every reason to believe that the en- 
tire district will have to be temporarily 
abandoned. This morning every prop- 
erty on Smuggler Mountain had to be 
abandoned-on account of the gas. Many 
narrow escapes are reported from the 
Cowenhaven tunnel. 

“About 10 o’clock one of the mules 
that hauls the ore trains fell just as it 
reached the open air, overcome by the 
gas. The driver was found unconscious 
in the bottom of a car. Engineer Ir- 
win of the Park Regent was brought 
out insensible, and several other men 
were found wholly or partially uncon- 
scious and brought out. The exact 
number of men driven out this morn- 
ing is estimated at 200. This makes a 
total of about 600 men now thrown out 
of work by the gas. 

“Between forty and fifty miles of 
workings have been abandoned on 
Smuggler Mountain, eight of which are 
in the Smuggler mine. The gas seems 
to be penetrating through the seams to 
the south, and is plainly noticeable in 
the Argentum Junita workings. 

“Last night it was thought the bulk- 
heads put in between the burning mine 
and this property would prevent the 
latter from being affected, but the in- 
dications this morning are that the gas 
cannot be stopped in this manner. Some 
are inclined to the belief that the gas 
in the Argentum Junita is that which 
found its way into-the Mollie Gibson 


| Sunday morning before the bulkheads 
were putin. If this is the case, no per- 


manent evil will. result. 

“The Mollie: Gibson people are. doing 
but little more than running their 
pumps and watching the situation. The 
gas does not seem to be penetrating 
this to any alarming degree, 
and the hope is strengthening that it is 
secure. The ‘lead slope’ of the Smug- 
gler, which is worked through the 
Smuggler tunnel, had to be abandoned 
this morning after two trips with the 
mule train. This virtually means the 
closing down of the Smuggler mill 
within a day or two.. 

“Manager Hallet was seen as he 
stepped from the Free Silver cage this 
morning. He had just come from an 
examination. He stated the men were 
making most satisfactory progress to- 
ward reaching the fire, but the water 
could not be got on it before 4 or 5 
o'clock. 

have recovered the eighth and 
seventh levels,’ he said. ‘We have a 
steam, air and water line to the crib on 
the seventh level, a few feet above 
the level of the fire. The eighth has 
been bulkheaded, also the seventh, and 
th gase and smoke are now finding 
vent through the fifth and sixth. The 
relief pumps on the fifth have not been 
recovered yet, but the danger of the 
gas going down and driving out our 
pump men on the ninth is much less 
than yesterday. We will next force air 
into the sixth and drive the gas out of 
the fifth and up the shaft. This will 
enable us to know how to tackle the 
seat of the trouble. ' 

“*The pumps are lifting 2500 gallons 
of water to the fifth, and 1800 gallons 
to the surface. At the fifth we are 
taking out 700 gallons per minute and 
running it down over the crib to pre- 
vent the fire from spreading. I think 
we now have the fire confined to that 
particular place, We will have cut 
through the crib this afternoon, and 
hope to announce some satisfactory re- 
sults a few hours after this is accom- 
plished.’ 

“The steam used in fighting the’ fire 
has driven the gas into the water, and 
a large portion of it is being carried 
to the surface in this way. The water 
from the pumps passes under the en- 
gine-house. So strong are the fumes 
rising from this water that the engi- 
neer was completely overcome. As a 
whole, the situation is more serious 
than yesterday, the fire is still gaining 
headway, and the gas is still spread- 
ing.” 

SUSPENSE INCREASING. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—A special to the 
Republican from Aspen, Colo., says: 

‘The suspense the Smuggler fire 
is as great here tonight as ever. In 
fact, it is increasing. The gas is pene- 
trating a remote territory, and the seat 
of the fire is as much a mystery as 
ever. This is the situation in a nut- 
shell. The deadly fumes continue to 
penetrate new territory, and more men 
are being driven out, Every property 
on Smuggler Mountain, with the excep- 
tion of the Mollie Gibson and Free Sil- 
ver, is abandoned, and can only be-re- 
covered after the fire is extinguished. 

“This includes the Cowenhaven tun- 
nel and all properties worked through 
it. The Smuggler mill will close in a 
day or two. The fear is strong tonight 
that the Aspen Mountain properties 
will soon be affected. Since morning 
the gas has been quite strong in the 
Argentum-Juniata, and the theory is 
entertained that it is finding its way 
into this property through the seams 
in the contact. Should this prove cor- 
rect it is only a question of a short 
time when the entire werking force 
of the district willbe walking the 
streets. As to the fire itself, nothing 
more is known regarding it than on 
yesterday. It has not been located.”

JANUARY NEXT. 


Colorado Cattle-growers’ Associa-~- 
tion and the Chamber of Com- 
merce Intent on Organizing 4a 
Live-stock Association Which 
Shall Cover the Country. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—At. a meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Stock-Growers’ Association to- 
day, letters from a number of Gover- 
nors were read. Several of them indi- 
cated their intention of being present 
at the meeting in January. Others 
were obliged to decline because the ad- 
ministrations in their States changed 
during that month. The call was for- 
mally adopted. It is as follows: 

“A call. has been issued by @ joint 
committee of the Denver Chamber of 
Commerce and the Colorado Cattle- 
Growers’ Association for a national 
stock-growers’ convention, to be held 
in this-city on January 25 and two fol- 
lowing days, to which all breeders and 
owners of horses, neat cattle, sheep 
and hogs, as well as commission men, 
packers, members of the State and Ter- 
ritorial-live-stock associations and san- 
itary boards, representatives of stock- 
yards and live-stock transportation. 
companies from every State and Ter- 
ritory in the Union are invited. It is 
the purpose of the convention to per- 
fect the organization of a national 
stock-groweérs’ association, and to dis- 
cuss and devise measures for the im- 
provement and protection of an indus- 
try which ranks with the most impor- 
tant in the land. 
~ “The convention will be called to or- 
der by Hon..Alvah Adams, Governor 
of Colorado, after which the delegates 
will elect their permanent officers and 
proceed with the business of the con-. 
vention. The vice-presidents of the 
convention will be the Governors of all 
States and Territories. ‘ 

“The basis. of representation will be 
one delegate-at-large from each State 
‘and Territory, to be appointed by the 
Governor thereof. Each State and Ter- 
ritorial range association of cattle, 
horse, sheep and swine breeders, will 
be entitled to one delegate for each 
10,000 head of stock represented by such 
organization. Each State and Territo- 
rial live-stock sanitary board will be 
entitled to three delegates; each State 
agricultural college, one delegate; each 
stock-yard company, one délegate; each 
chamber of commerce, five delegates;

BIG FRENCH LINER LA -‘GASCOGNE 
ALMOST KNOCKED OUT, 


Six Thousand Tons of Water Strikes 
the Steamer and Damages the 
Deckhouse and Floods the Din- 
ing-saloon—The Passengers Sick 
from Start to Finish. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, -Nov. 16—The big 
French liner La Gascogne on her recent 
trip brought ample evidence of the 
storms that prevailed upon the ocean 
last week. A less staunch ship might 
have had a sadder tale to relate. 

The storm began with all its fury, 


sel’s out trip. From November 7 until 
Sandy Hook lightship was sighted 
there was a succession of west and 
and southwesterly gales, with tremen- 
dous seas. Not a minute during the 
trip was a passenger safe on deck, and 
few there were who ventured beyond 
the securely-barred iron doors. The 
uninitiated among the passengers suf- 
fered greatly, keeping their rooms all 
the way across. The waves boarded the 
big steamship continuously. All the 
openings were boarded up as far as 
possible, and port holes could not be 
opened for a moment. 

The climax came Thursday morning. 
The vessel was pitching and laboring 
badly. Suddenly there was a shock, 
and the next moment there was a 
deluge of water into the dining-room, 
flooding the floor, and the alarmed pas- 
sengers scurried up the companion- 
ways. The vessel had been struck by 
a huge mass of water, which buried 
her whole forward section under water, 
stopping her progress for the time, The 
waves came over the starboard side. 

According to the chief officer there 
was at least six thousand tons of water 
in the miniature tidal wave. It struck 
the deckhouse, which is built of iron, 
nearly two inches thick. The long front 
iron plates were smashed in, the iron 
railings torn off the bridge, forward 
deck fittings unfastened, the bell 
broken, big stretches of canvas car- 
ried away, and one of the massive iron 
ventilators ripped from the deck and 
swept into the sea, Through the ven- 
tilator opening the immense quantity 
of water rushed, finding its way into 
the dining-room. It fell upon the heads 
of a dozen men and women who 
chanced to be there. 

About 25 per cent, of the La Gas- 
cogne’s passengers were sick from the 
start to the finish of the trip, and on 
Tuesday ‘only eighteen out of the 112 
passengers sat down to dinner. 

Other steamships which reached here 
reported hard fights with the waves. 
Among these was the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican liner California. There were im- 
migrants in the steerage, and the offi- 
cers had a lively time trying. to get 
them to allay their fears and navigate 
the vessel. They had to be locked up 
down below decks to keep them out of

JOHN H. WEATHERS APPEARS 
AMONG HIS CREDITORS. 
The President of the Failed Banks 


Says He Was Only Waiting for 
Excitement to Die. 


TOOK COLLATERAL WITH HIM.| 


HIS OFFER TO TURN OVER ALL HIS 
PROPERTY ACCEPTED. 


Makes Assignment to R. CC, Arnold 
of Leavenworth—Will Help the 
Latter Without Pay—The 
Victim of Willet,

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) Nov. 16.—John 
H. Weathers, president of the failed 
banks at Leavenworth, Marengo and 
English, Ind.. who has been in hiding 
in this city and at New Albany, Ind., 
for the excitement caused by the bank 
failures to die out, returned to Cory- 
don, Ind., today and made a statement 
anent the failures, to tife depositors, 
who held a meeting at Corydon to de- 
vise means for a settlement. 

President Weathers in his statement 
said that the banks were closed as soon 
as he discovered that their funds were 
at such a low ebb. Upon the advice 
of friends he left town, hoping for the 
sensation to abate. Believing that he 
might yet bridge over matters, he took 
‘some collateral with him, but after de- 
liberation he decided that it would be 
better to return everything and have 
an assignee appointed. He therefore 
assigned today to R. C. Arnold of 
Leavenworth. 

Weathers said further that all he 
wanted was a reasonable support for 
his wife and child, and he promised to 
spend one year without compensation 
in helping the assignee effect a, settle- 
ment. Weathers promised also that all 
of his personal property and all of hie 
wife’s personal property, which is con- 
siderable, including their home, would 
be turned over to the assignee. 

Weathers’s proposition was accepted 
without a dissenting vote, and tonight 
there is much easier feeling among the 
people of the three towns, as it, is be- 
lieved the depositors will be paid 
nearly in full. 

The prevailing opinion is that 
Weathers is-the victim of Cashier 
Willet, of whom nothing has been 
heard since he disappeared Wednesday 
morning last. Mrs. Willet, his wife, 
is prostrated with grief. 

From English, Ind., it is reported 
that Willet’s family, provided he re- 
turns and proves himself not guilty of 
intentional wrong-doing, have prom- 
ised to make good his shortage. His 
grandmother will donate $50,000, and 
other relatives have pledged them- 
selves for $75,000 additional.

The Consul says the island of Ti- 
buron is one of the largest and most 
picturesque in the Gulf of California, 
and is Pr by a most remarkable 
tribe of Indians, who are noted for 
their large size and extraordinary ath- 
letics on land and water. Those who 
have witnessed their aquatic sports at 
a respectful distance declare that many 
of them. can actually walk or rather 
run upon the water with no other as- 
sistance than broad rawhide shoes. 

They are expert fishermen and hunts- 
men, having rigid ideas as to the main- 
tenance of the game preserves of the 
islands, and limiting the killing of 
game under severe penalties. They de- 
stroy all children in infancy that are 
malformed or appear to be lacking in 
intelligence. In this way the standard 
of physical and mental conditions in 
both sexes is kept very high. 

It is currently believed that at one 
time the native women were extermi- 
nated to make room for a whiter and 
superior race of women. The nucleus 
of this race of higher women was 
formed from captives made at various 
times, extending over a series of years 
on land and water. They have no 
schools, but each home has a system of 
physical training. The natives guard 
their shores day and night, and no man 
is allowed to penetrate the island, even 
if he should make a landing. 

’ It is said that no epidemics have ever 
prevailed on the island, and disease is 
scarcely known among this extraordi- 
nary people, so that the men and wo- 
/men are magnificent in their physical 
endowment. No man or woman & 
lowed to live beyond the age of 
years, no matter how well preserved in 
body and mind. By careful selection 
a large percentage of the women have 
transparent, peachy complexions and 
deep auburn hair.

Pierce seized it, and, tying one end 
around his wife’s body, lowered her to 
earth.

Three Suits Asking Receilverships 
for the Arizona Improvement Co.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 16.—The Ari- 
zona Improvement Company, the domi- 
nant corporation in the irrigation 
works of the Salt River Valley, was 
made defendant today inthe District 
Court in three suits, ‘each ‘praying for 
the appointment of a receiver.

An agreement been 
reached by the main parties involved 
that W. J. Murphy, president of the 
company, shall be tomorrow named as 
receiver, and that he shall be empow- 
ered to proceed in the cleaning and en- 
largement of the immense head canal. 

The property on which foreclosure is 
to be taken consists of the Arizona 
Canal, and a controlling interest in the 
Grand, Maricopa and Salt River Val- 
ley canals, d their feeder, the water- 
power canal, to these being attached 
25,000 acres of choice land. 


INCENDIARY AND BURGLAR. 


Strange Record of a Member of 
Sacramento’s Fire Department.

Some motions were made before 
these courts to have the injunction or- 
dered by the decree made by Judge 
Ross issue pending the appeal. The 
court held that while it would not 
make the order at this time, it would 
leave the matter an open question, and 
that it might be taken up at any time 
when it should appear that the mining 
operations had increased to a greater 
extent than they were carried on dur- 
ing the summer. 

The appeal taken by the North 
Bloomfield Company from the decision 
of Judge Ross, holding that this mine 
should come under the law of Congress 
and directing that it be enjoined unless 
it did so, has been perfected by the fil- 
ing of a transcript, and the appeal will 
be heard before the United States Court 
of Appeals at its February term in San 
Francisco. 

It was also reported that the injunc- 
tions were being enforced and obeyed 
in the other suits brought by the asso- 
ciation to prevent illicit hydraulic min- 
ing. It appears from the reports of the 
watchmen that some of the dams that 
have been erected for the purpose of 
restraining mining debris are imper- 
fectly constructed, and in some in- 
stances they are in a process of decay.

Marsden Manson Has a Lot of Ex- 
clusive Data.

PRESTON SCHOOL SCANDAL. 


The Governor Reads the Trustees 
a Lecture—More Delay. — 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 16.—Gov. Budd 
called the board of trustees of the 
Preston School together this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock for the purpose of inquiring 
into the charges that Superintendent 
O’Brien had treated the inmates in a 
cruel and inhuman manner, and that 
the superintendent was incompetent, 
There were present Trustees Preston, 
Tyrrell and Maddux, Superintendent 
OBrien and Secretary Bernard. 

Gov. Budd read an extended paper, in 
which he said that the entire responsi- 
bility for the conduct of the school 
rested with the trustees. He was only 
responsible for their appointment. The 
board had absolute power. If there 
were any abuses which they could not 
regulate, he would lay the matter be- 
fore the next Legislature. 

The Governor read a letter from Sec- 
retary Bernard—a letter in which he 
asked to be permitted to appear before 
the meeting today and make defense in 
his own behalf on the charges which 
Superintendent O’Brien had made to 
the effect that Bernard was incompe- 
tent. Trustee Maddux made the re- 
mark that he had nothing to do what- 
ever about the matter of investigating 
any charges against either the super- 


ernor said he could require a report 
from the trustees as to their acts. 

“Is there anything else, Dr. Tyrrell?” 
asked the Governor of the trustee from 
Sacramento. 

Dr. Tyrrell said he had learned that 
the trustees had the power to act. 

“IT am giad to hear that you have 
found that out,”’ observed the Governor. 

Trustees Maddux and Preston prom- 
ised to submit a written report of af- 
fairs at the Ione schoot 

Gov. Budd remarked that he under- 
stood that when Dr. O’Brien went into 
the school nineteen of the officers had 
resigned and a number of boys were al- 
lowed to escape. Continuing, the Gov- 
ernor said if there were any abuses at 
the school he hoped they would be 
stopped. 

The meeting then came to an end 

with the understanding that the matter 
would be discussed by the trustees at 
a meeting to be held at the school in 
the early part of next month. 
r John Markley, secretary of the State 
Board of Examiners, and L. H. Brown, 
Secretary of State, recently paid a 
visit to the Preston school, and have 
submitted a formal report of their in- 
vestigations to the Board of Examiners. 
They say that they found 185 inmates, 
ranging in age from 9 to 24 years. 


OLD MAN PORTER. 


Burned to Death at His Home on 
Fulton Road.

SANTA ROSA, Nov. 16.—Word has 
been received here that an old. man 
named Porter was burned to death in 
his home, a few miles from here on 


the Fulton road, this morning. He 
lived alone, andyis supposed to have 
had considerable “money.

WAS WELL-TO-DO.

SANTA ROSA, Nov. 16.—No little 
mystery attaches to the death of James 
Porter, whose charred remains were 
found in the ruins of his burned house 
today. Porter was a well-to-do but 
lonely old bachelor, with no relatives 
in this State. Near the remains was 
also found a big butcher-knife, but 
‘as Porter’s gold watch was found in 
the ruins, the authorities discredit the 
theory of murder advanced by many. 
A widespread impression’ exists that 
the old man was murdered by some one 
who believed he had money concealed 
about the house, and who afterward 
burned the dwelling to escape detec- 
tion. If this surmise is correct no 
large sum was secured, for Porter had 
deposited $2000 in a local bank only a 
day or two ago. 

The Coroner’s jury, impanelled this 
afternoon, returned a verdict of acci- 
dental death, but the suspicious cir- 
cumstances connected with the case 
have caused the Sheriff to continue his 
investigations.

PRAISEWORTHY PROJECT OF PA- 
TRIOTIC AMERICAN WOMEN. 
| 
Washington’s Birthday of Next Year 
Set Apart as a Day for Offerings. 
A Quarter of a Million Dollars 
Wanted to Erect an Administra- 
tion Building. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The oft- 
agitated question of establishing in 
the city of Washington a great na- 
tional university on the lines suggested 
by President Washington has taken 
more definite form than in the past, 
and representative American women 
have taken hold of the project with a 
determination to push it to a success- 
ful conclusion if possible. They have 
started out in a practical manner by 
seeking to raise the first $250,000 nec- 
essary for the erection of an adminis- 
tration building to form the nucleus 
of the university, and hope to lay the 
corner-stone on February 22, 1899. 
Their purpose in the interim is to urge 
the matter continuously upon the at- 
tention of the women all over the 
country. They intend likewise to in- 
terest all the school children in the 
work. 

As a first step for awakening inter- 
est in the undertaking, they will as- 
semble in convention in Washington 
on December 14, to decide on ways and 
means for arousing public sentiment. 
Among those who have initiated the 
movement to fulfill Washington’s wish 
are: Mrs. Phoebe Hearst of this city, 
Mrs. Ellen A. Richardson of Boston, 
Mrs. Clara A. Anthony, Mrs. Rachael 
Howland, Miss Louise Tincker and 
Mrs. Edmind Anthony, Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts; Mrs. I. S. Boyd of Georgia, 
Mrs. W. A. Roebing of New Jersey, 


Adams of Connecticut, Mrs. Cc. S. 
Brice of Ohio, Mrs. Eugene Hale, Mrs. 
David Starr Jordan, Dr. Charlotte 
Blake -Brown, Mrs. F. S. Hubbard and 
Miss Caroline Jackson of California. 

Mrs. Ellen A. Richardson of Boston, 
chief organizer of the movement, writ- 
ing to George H. Harries of this city 
about the plan thus far formed, says: 
“The patriotic ladies of America are 
to build the administration building, 
and they propose to make the 22d of 
February, 1898, the nation’s first offer- 
ing day for this purpose, asking no 
large contributions, begging nothing.

WHY THE BIMETALLIC cowmis- 
SION FAILED OF SUCCESS.

France Agreed to Open iHer Mints 
bat Great Britain Referred to 
India the Question as to What 
Her Action Shonld Be — Lord 
Elgin’s Reply. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The offi- 
cial report of, the correspondence 
in regard to the bimetallic pro- 
posals of the United States Mon- 
etary Commission to the govern- 
ment of Great. Britain together 
with the report of proceedings at the 
conference of the British Premier, the 
Secretary of State, the First Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, with the French Am- 
bassador and our commissioners, has 
reached this country. It fully confirms 
the reports cabled to the Associated’ 
Press October 21 and 22. ; 

The negotiations fell through, not- 
withstanding the expressed willingness 
of the French government to open its 
mints, owing to the rejection by the 
British government of the proposition 
to again open the Indian mints to the 
free coinage of silver. None of the 
other propositions were replied to be- 
cause one of the most important con- 
cessions requested of Great Britain 
could not be acceded to. 

Great Britain, in making her answer, 
deferred to the wishes of the govern- 
ment of India, to which the proposal 
was referred, and the reply of the gov- 
ernment of India therefore is the most 
important communication in the cor- 
respondence. It is a lengthy document, 
in which the advantages pro and con 
to India are argued, anda very strong 
case from their standpoint is made out 
in favor of the rejection of the pro- 
posal. The disturbance of values in 
India, with the attendant paralysis of 
trade, at least temporarily; the fall of 
silver prices in India, concurrently with 
the increase of gold prices in Europe 
and America are advanced, but the 
most potent reason urged against the 
proposition is that the burden of the 
failure, if failure should come from 
the experiment for the re#stablishment 
of bimetallism by France and the 
United States, must inevitably fall on 
India. Both the United States and 
France, the reply argues, with their 
supply of gold, could to a greater or 
less extent, protect themselves if the 
experiment did not succeed. In other 
words, the Indian government, as a pre- 
liminary proposition, declared it could 
not risk the success of the suggested 
measure. 

This definite and absolute rejection of 
the proposal was fully set forth in the 
cable reports of the correspondence of 


the Associated Press, but the document 


contains: a reservation which would 
seem to indicate that if the scope of 
the proposed experiment suffi- 
ciently broadened, India might be will- 
ing at least to reconsider her refusal. 
That paragraph in Lord Elgin’s letter 
is as follows: . 

‘We note that the proposals of the 
governments of France and the United 
States are subject to the proviso that 
they are satisfied that they will receive 
assistance from other powers in in- 
creasing the demand for silver. We be- 
lieve that a limited incredse of the 
quantity of silver used as currency 
will exercise a very trifling influence, 
if any, in raising the gold price of sil- 
ver, and that the only assistance from 
other powers which can be of any real 
value would be the addition of other 
countries to the bimetallic union of 
France and the United States. If, how- 
ever, assurances of a really substantial 
coéperation should be secured from 
other countries, we shall be glad _ to 
learn the exact nature of the assur- 
ances, and we shall then consider 
whether the promised  codperation 
changes the problem or adds materially 
to the chances of success.”

SECRETARY GAGE TO THE BEAR 
RELIEF PARTY. 


| Final Instractions to Capt. Tattle 


Covering Necessary Arrange- 
ments for Getting Food and 
Supplies to Imprisoned Whalers. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, November 16.—Capt. 
Shoemaker, chief of the revenue-cut- 
ter service, under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, has -pre- 
pared a'letter of instructions to Capt. 
Tuttle, who is to he in command of 
the steamer Bear on her cruise north 
on the relief expedition to the eight 
whaling vessels ice-bound in the Arc- 
tic Ocean, 

Owing to the fact that at this season 
of the year, the route to the Arctic 
through Bering Sea is closed by ice, 
Capt. Tuttle is directed to establish 
communications with the whaling fleet 
by means of an overland expedition. 
With this purpose in view, he is ‘or- 
dered to proceed with his vessel on 
or about November 23 to Cape Home, 
thence, if the ice permits, north be- 
tween’ St. Lawrence Island and the 
coast of Alaska, to the north shore of 
Norton Sound, between Cape Home 
and Cape Prince of Wales, where a, 
landing will he effected. At the point 


. Of landing will begin the overland ex- 


pedition north. 

The officer in charge of the govern- 
ment station at Unalaska is to he 
communicated with, with a view to 
collecting the entire available herd of 
reindeer to be driven to Point Barrow. 
W. T. Lopp at Cape Prince of Wales is 
to take charge of this herd and make 
all necessary arrangements for herd- 
ers, clothing, sleds, dogs, ete. The 
necessary food for the party will be 
landed from the ship. When the deer 
are collected and the start made, the 
party from the Bear will travel with 
it as far as Kotzebue Sound. That 
point reached, one officer and necesg- 
Sary drivers will push out ahead to 
Point Hope, leaving the others, and 
the herd to follow. 

At this point the expedition will 
probably get news of the condition of 
the imprisoned fleet at Point Barrow. 
If it should be learned that the fleet 
is ice-bound and its people,in distress, 
the white people are to be informed 
that they will be expected to take care 
of such men as may be sent down 
later. The expedition is then to push 
on, following the coast. On arrival at 
Point Barrow, if the situation be found 


to be desperate, the officers will take . 


charge of the ships in the name of 
the government and organize the com-» 
munity for mutual support and good 
order; apportion the privisions on 
hand, and slaughter as many reindeer 
as necessary for food to make all hold 
out until August, 1898, when Capt. Tut- |. 
tle may be expected to arrive with the - 
ar. 

Such reindeer as are left will be 
turned over to the Presbyterian mis- 
sion at Point Barrow. All of the res- 
cued whalers should be at Point Hope 
by July 1, 1898, where they can be 
reached and succored a month earlier 
than at Point Barrow. 

No opportunity for nting, sealing 
or whaling wherebs food supply 
may be added to is to be neglected. 
In case Capt. Tuttle finds it impossible 
to effect a landing on the north shore 
of Norton Sound, he is instructed to 
use the most feasible of five other 
places which are outlined, always 
bearing in mind that the food must be 
gotten to the 265 starving men at the 
earliest possible moment. He is given 
full authority and the largest possible 
latitude to act in every exigency that 
may arise. 

After landing the overland expedition 
the Bear will seek such harbor as may 
deemed proper in which to await re- 
sults and the opening of navigation in 
the spring. In closing his instructions 
to Capt. Tuttle, Secretarv Gage says: 

“Mindful of the arduous and peril- 
ous expedition upon which you are 
about to enter, I bid you, your officers 
and men, godspeed upon your errand 
of mercy, and wish you a successful 
voyage and safe return.”’

It is reported also that a small 
snag has been struck in the French 
line of transatlantic steamships, which 
has expressed a desire to pull out of 
the arrangement. It is generally 
thought, hewever, that the French 
line: will be kept in the agreement | 
without much trouble. In case, how- 
ever, that the agreement with the 
steamshipcompanies fallsto theground 
the railrcads will not allow the steam- 
ship agents in New York to route their 
business for them. They will handle 
it all through the clearing-house,. and 
will not let the steamship companies 
have the first say regarding the way it 
will be routed. 

The directors of the Atchison road 
have referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee the advisability of buying up 
the stock held by’ the minority holders 
of the preferred stock of the Southern 
California road. The Atchison road 


‘now owns the majority of the stock, 


but there are about 30,000 shares in the 
hands of individuals. It is the idea ta 
exchange this stock for preferred stock 
of the Atchison, but it is not known 
whether the stockholders will be willing 
to sell on this basis. 

The rates between Chicago and St. 
Paul and Minneapolis are in as bad a 
situation as they can be without a 
declartion of open war between the 
roads. The business is now being car- 
ried on practically a basis of $3 for one 
way.

THE FIGHTING ANIMAL, MAN. 
War is always cruel, always deplora- 
ble, always awful; but when one reads 
the record of the soldiers of Pennsyl- 
vania who fell on the field of Chat- 
tanooga, to whose tnemory monumens 
have just been erected on that historic 


. ground, he must be a stoic, indeed, if 


his pulses do not stir and his eyes fill 
at the thought of what those shafts 
of stone represent, the stirring scencs 
they commemorate. 

But yesterday the dispatches told of 
another action, that of the heroic coi- 


test of the Gordon Highlanders at 


Dargai Ridge in India, the reading of 
which sets the blood galloping in the 
pulses of the normal man, for man is 
a natural-born fighting animal; he al- 
ways has been, and doubtless always 
will be, until the millenium comes 
about—that event which seems today 
quite as far distant as it did from that 
obscure period in the ancient days, 
when warriors fought with pikes and 
battle-axes and wore garments fash- 
joned from the skins of beasts, It is, 


- perhaps, grievous that this is so—thui 


man should not, after ages of civiliza- 


‘tion*have the pugnacity kneaded out 


of him by the slow processes of peace. 
But that it is not so every one is well 
aware, however peaceful may be his 
inclinations. Let but the war trumpets 
sound the ‘yally, and the human crea- 
ture flies to arms with the same atac- 
rity that he ever has since time began. 
We may deplore this in platitudinous 
speech; we may hear it railed at from 
the pulpit; we may hear war inveighed 
against by the uwhpracticable vision- 
aries and namby-pamby theorists 
through the medium of the rostrum 
and upon the printed page; but human 
nature is unchanged, and apparently 
unchangeable; it still glories in the 
record of heroic achievement on the 
field of battle; its eyes glow and 
sparkle as it listens to the veteran re- 
counting his tales of valor; its pulses 
quicken at the sound of war-time 
music, and if the orator would stir his 
audience at any time, let him but 
tell the story of a great charge like 
the one at Balaklava or the fight at 
Chancellorsville, and the ready re- 
sponses come quick,. palpable and ift- 
sistent, and his hearers rise at hint 
with salvos of applause. 

Poets have written glowing stanzas 
about “the federation of the world,” 
and, with the hopeful yearning of the 
singer’s heart, have pictured the day 
“when the war drums shall beat no 
longer and the battle-flags are furled;”’ 
but the nations continue to fashion 
metal into guns and bayonets and 
swords; they build great cruisers, with 
which to patrol the mighty deep; they 
plant powerful armaments upon the 
coast lines of continents, and the mor- 
tar, the great gun with the disap- 
pearing carriage; the heroic hundred- 
pounder still come from the busy 
hands of the gun-founder to set their 
frowning muzzles above embankments 
as a warning to the neighbor with pre- 
datory instincts of “hands off;” and 
the singer’s song is but a dream. 

Hence, while war may be cruel, de- 
plorable and awful; while war means 
kill, as Grant once said, it is likely to 
go on so long as the thirst for glory 
runs in the human blood, and we may 
not hope, fondly as we perhaps would 
like to, that arbitration, international 
or local, will supplant the arbitrament 
of the sword. The world will be build- 
ing ships of steel and crowning the 
heights with cannon, we may not 
doubt, long after the youngest babe 
of today has grown to manhood’s 
estate and gone to that distant bourne 
from which no traveler returns or 
waves a farewell; the sword-maker 
will be fashioning his shining blades 
long after the existing monuments to 
heroes have crumbled into dust, and 
the story of fierce fights; of the rush 
of troops of horse; of charges of in- 
fantry over parapet and up the encar- 
nadined slopes, and the fierce duels be- 
tween cannoneers will be told to the 
children of nations yet unborn, who 
will glory in the achievements of 
brave men, just as do the generations 
of human anima!s who people the san- 
guinary old earth today. 

And while the fighting is going on, 
or there is a prospect that it may com- 
mence, let this land of ours see to it 


‘that the vulnerable points in its de- 


fense are strengthened; that our ships 
are as good as the best, and our fleets 
of war equal in size of any that sail 
the seas; that our young men are 


taught lessons of valor, then, if wa. 
comes, we will be ready for it, and | 


> oom 


prepared to make the: contest short, 
sharp and decisive. 

Let America not seek a conflict with 
any nation or people; but, if it comes, 
let us hope that the “other fellow” 


| will know when it is all over that he 


has had a fight and not been playing 
a game of solitaire. 


THE RELENTLESS TREAD. 

’ Commenting upon the Durrant case, 
an influential eastern journal—to wit, 
the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser—makes some remarks which are 
well calculated to cause every well- 
regulated Californian to smile hilari- 
ously under his rosy blushes. The 
New York paper discourses learnedly, 
interestingly, and perhaps somewhat 
pompously of “the relentless tread of 
western justice,” in nanner and form 
as follows: 


“The refusal of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to interfere with 
the due execution of the sentence io 
death of T. H. W. Durrant marks the 
beginning of the end of this cruel mur- 
derer of young girls. It is rather in 
its editorial than in its news columns 
that a self-respecting newspaper may 
discuss such tragedies as the Durrant 
crimes, and then only should that dis- 
cussion be tolerated which subserves 
some useful publie end, Is there not 
a moral to be drawn from the relent- 
less tread of western justice on the 
trail of this gaudy debauchee, to whom 
blood was no more than an incident? 
How have we of the East acquitted 
ourselves of the sacred charge of 
measuring out the inexorable sentence 
of death to those who trifle with the 
majesty of the law and outrage all 
that good men and women hold dear 
in the shedding of the blood of inno- 
cence? Let the long list of rustic mur- 
ders unhavenged answer this, Who has 
ever paid the penalty for the assas- 
sination of Roso Ambler, whose fate 
shocked all New England fourteen 
years ago? Who has expiated Mary 
Stannard’s untimely taking off, Phoebe 
Paullin’s dreadful death, the mysteri- 
ous crime by which a nameless girl 
lost her life on the hills beyond Rah- 
way, sometimes called ‘the Rahway 
mystery,’ and the terrible roster of 
like bloody violations of the laws of 
God and man on Long Island in the 
past decade? Surely the establishment 
of a State police force is of more im- 
portance than the extension of the 


free postal delivery to the rural dis- 


tricts.” 

“The relentless tread of western jus- 
tice” is a very telling phrase. It is not 
too much to say that it presents the 
Durrant case in an entirely new light. 
We were well aware that there was 
such a thing as western justice, but 
we were not fully aware that it pos- 
sessed a “relentless tread’’—an iron 
heel, as it were. We are, of course, 
very glad to find out that such is the 
case, though it seems almost too good 
to believe. ; 

As a matter of fact, it has seemed all 
along, to the average lay citizen of 
this Golden State, as if the “‘tread” of 
justice in this case was somewhat 
tardy, not to say gingerly. Too often 
“Justice travels with leaden heel.” 
More than two and a half years have 


elapsed since the Emmanuel Church | 


tragedies were enacted, and yet the 
blood of the innocent victims of those 
tragedies is unavenged. It can hardly 
be denied that the ‘‘tread” of the at- 
torneys for the defense has been very 
wide, if not relentless. But, somehow, 
justice seemed to be unable to keep up 
with the procession. 

Perhaps, when the somewhat effu- 
sive editor of the New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser learns that the date of 
Durrant’s execution has again been 
postponed, more or less indefinitely, 
he may conclude that his comment 
was premature, and that the “tread” 
of western justice is, after all, not 
quite so relentless as he had been led 
to suppose. At all events, it is by no 
means so relentless as a vast majority 
of the good people of California would 
like to have it, in this case, and in a 
dozen other similar cases. 


If it be true, as reported in the dis- 
patches, that “nearly 75 per cent. ot 
the 400,000 helpless women, children 
and non-combatants in Cuba affected 
by Capt.-Gen. Weyler’s policy, are 
dead,” from starvation and exposure, 
and that the new captajn-general is 
in reality continuing Weyler’s policy, 
it is not only time for active interven- 
tion by the United States, but the en- 
tire civilized world should join in a 
movement to put an end to diabolism 
so inconceivable. The starving of 
women and children by wholesale is 
not warfare. It is worse than sav- 
agery. It is so bad thag there are not 
words in any language suitable to de- 
scribe or denounce it. But the truth 
of these reports has yet to be estab- 
lished. So much falsehood has been 
given to the public in connection with 
the Cuban insurrection that it is hard 
to know what to believe and what not 
to believe. For the credit of Spain, and 
of humanity, and of civilization, it is 


to be hoped that the reports above 
referred to, and others of similar im- 
port which have been published from 


time to time ,are false, in whole or in 


part. 


The news from the Yukon country 
on the grhb subject is almost as con- 
flicting as were Weyler’s reports and 
the ones sent out by the Cuban insur- 
gents. To eat or not to eat, that is 
the question; whether the Klondike 
argonaut is going to have flour and 
canned victuals with which to brace 
up the inner man, or whether his diet 
is to be, boiled dog, and not any too 
many of him, is just now sticking up 
in the face of the Secretary of War 
like a sore thumb. The man who can 
come forward and relate a tale on this 
subject that will hold water will be lis- 
tened to by Uncle Sam with delight. 
But no liars need apply, and the pros- 
pect of getting any other class of peo- 
ple out of the region of frozen gold 
appears exceedingly remote. 


A coéperative colony, consisting of 
twenty-six families, has been planted 
in Nevada, with the expectation that 
its members will “follow the occupa- 
tions of their ancestors in Palestine.” 
It is doubtful if this expectation will 
be realized to any great extent. The 
conditions in Nevada—climatic, physi- 
cal, social and intellectual—are about 
as much like those of the Holy Land 
as the conditions in Dawson City are 


like those of the City of Brotherly 


Love. *Ask the average denizen of Ne- 
vada if he would like to have a little 


Palestine in “his’n,’ and the reply | 


would come, prompt and provincial, 
“Naw!” 


There appears to be considerable 
ignorance on the part of the public, 
especially persons from the country, 
as to the boundaries covered by the 
new anti-hitching ordinance. It might 
be a wise idea to have plainly-printed 
cards posted in the business portions 


of the city, giving the gist of the ordi-| 


nance in brief terms, that farmers and 
others may not be under the impres- 
sion that they are forbidden to hitch 
anywhere in town. Tho territory is not 
so large that a person who so desires 
may not hitch his team close to any 
of its lines, and the public should be 
made acquainted with that fact. 


There is no pretense on the part of 
Durrant’s: attorneys that they can by 
any machination secure a reversal or 


‘nullification of the verdict of guilty 


which stands against their client, All 
the ordinary processes of the law (and 
most of the extraordinary processes, 
let us hope) have been exhausted in 
that direction. The only fight in which 
these astute lawyers are engaged, at 
the present time, is for delay, They 
are therefore hindering, without the 
least justification or excuse, the execu- 
tion of justice. It is for this reason 
that they are under the ban of uni- 
versal public condémnation. 


The Washington correspondents are 
beginning to render Bunsbian opinions 
as to the contents of the President's.

SCREWS ON HAYTI 


FORCIBLE DEMANDS OF GERMANY 
CAME TO NAUGHT. 


The Black Republic Called Ont Its 
Troops and Prepared to Resist 
Invasion—Uncle Sam Steps in 
_and Secures Amicable Adjust- 
ment of the Trouble.. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

,KINGSTON, (Jamaica,) Nov, 8&— 
(Correspondence .of the “Associated 
Press. Wired from Chicago, Nov. 16.) 
~The threatened rupture between 
Germany and Hayti has so far been 
amicably settled, thanks to the media- 
tion of the United States Minister, W. 
F. Powell, though it is still understood 
that Germany intends to make a naval 
demonstration in Haytian waters..The 
German version of the trouble has 
already been published. Following is 
the Haytian side of the dispute: 
__ “The dispute arose out of the im- 
prisonment of Herr Emile Lueders, the 
son of a German who married a Hay- 
tien woman, Up to a short time ago 
Lueders was a Haytian citizen, but 
it is added, having been concerned in 
various little affrays, among which are 
mentioned four duels, he seemingly 
deemed it wise to change his nation- 
ality, and registered his name at the 
German Consulate, ‘ 

“For an assault upon a cabdriver, 
said to have been unprovoked, to 
which Lueders, it is said, pleaded 
guilty, he was sentenced to one 
month’s imprisonment. He appealed 
from this decision to the Correctional 
Court, and the sentene was altered, he 
being sentenced to one year’s seclu- 
sion and a fine of £500. <A further 
appeal was pending when the German 
Minister interfered without invitation, 
and, it is claimed, forced his way into 
the private apartments of Tires’as . 
Simon Sam, the President of the Hay- 
tian republic, and in a rude and per- 
emptory manner, demanded the release 
of Lueders, with an apology to the 
German government, an indemnity of 
$1000 a day for the time he had been 
in prison, the immediate trial of the 
police who arrested him, and the dis- 
missal of the judges who sentenced 
him. If the prisoner was not re- 
leased within twenty-four hours, the 
indemnity was to be $5000 per day for 
every day afterwards, 

“Naturally, the President resented 
the insult which had been offered, and 
firmly but politely referred the Min- 
ister, Count Schwerin, who is charge 
-@affaires of the German empire at 
Port au Prince, to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, whose duty it was to 
enter into such matters. The German 
Minister demanded that Simon Sam 
Should comply with his demands, and 
along with a refusal, cabled to Ber- 
lin for instructions. A reply having 
been received, he hauled down his flag 
and announced that three German war 
vessels were on their way here.

dentist, whose death has been an- 
nounced from Paris, makes the follow- 
ing statement: 

“There is no doubt the doctor was 
worth. severa] millions. It has been 
said about $35,000,000, but I place that 
a little too high. Whether there is a 
will ig not yet known, but I do not 
think a man of such large affairs would 
die intestate. Of course we will not 
know for several days. His heirs are 
‘Rudolph Evans, 85 years old, of Wash- 
ington, D. C.. his niece, Miss Gertrude 
Miller of Philadelphia, with whom the 
doctor lived when in America, and 
Several nephews. Two of the latter 
are abroad,-and how many there are 
in this country I cannot say. 

‘When Dr. Evans was here he had a 
long conference with C. C. Harrison, 
president of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. He told ‘Mr. Harrison) it 
had been his intention for many years 
to found one or more dental colleges 
in this country. He was in love with 
his profession, and did much to help 
young men ambitious to learn the pro-. 
| fession. He also visited Mr. Morse of | 
Indianapolis, former Consul to Paris, 
and he then visited rye | Whipple 
and. Archbishop Ireland in St. Paul. 

“Dr. Evans was interested in several 
institutions in Paris. He built the La- 
Fayette House in the Rue de la Pont, 
which is for young American girls 
studying music, painting or any of the 
arts abroad. This was first established 
with aecapacity of 100, but so popular 
did it become that Dr. Evans last year 
Deaan the construction of a six-story 
addition, which will be completed 
December 25.

SLAPPED HIS FACE. 


Young Carnicle Wants His Wife Ar- 
résted for Battery.

Definitely Ordered. 

The people of University are to have 
their postoffice, and consequently their 
equanimity, restored to them on De- 
ember 1. The office will be a sub-sta- 
tion, located on Wesley avenue and 
Thirty-seventh street, in the block 
formerly occupied by the old post- 
office, and about one hundred and fifty 
feet inside of the south line of the 
city. The office will be in the charge 
of Miss Lois A. Hawes, a bright, well- 
educated. young woman, who has been 
keeping a delicacy store on Wesley 
avenue for the last year. Her par- 
ents, who reside in Colorado, are strong 
Republicans, and the postmistress is 
the possessor of similar sentiments.

The discontinuance of the postoffice 
last September seriously inconveni- 
enced a great many people, and im- 
patient complaints have filled the air 
in that locality ever since. Univer- 
sity is so peculiarly laid out that the 
city line leaves the greater part of the 
population and the majority of the 
business places just outside. The lo- 
cation of the old postoffice in a thickly- 
settled quarter. near the University of 
Southern California and on the Main 
Street and Agricultural Park electric 
line, was eminnently satisfactory 
to its patrons, and the new one being 
only a few doors north, but inside the 
city line, as a sub-statidn must neces- 
sarily be, will provide a centrally-lo-

BUSINESS MAN COMPLAINS OF 
POLICE PERSECUTION. 


The Police Commissioners Discuss 
Plans for Driving the Bunco 
Gang Out of Town, 


A QUESTION OF REPUDIATION. 


MANZANA IRRIGATIONISTS REFUSE 
TO PAY INTEREST ON BONDS. 


And the Supervisors Order a Tas 
Levy—Jury Selected in the Bird 
Forgery Case—A Sensation 
or Two is Promised, 


The Police Commissioners met 
yesterday morning. The most import- 
ant matter discussed being the neces- 
sity of driving out of town the gang 
of bunco men and sharpers that has 
long infested the city. An attempt 
will probably be made to prosecute 
them for conspiracy to defraud. 

A Broadway business man registered 
a kick against alleged police persecu- 
tion. He was arrested and fined for 
violation of the sign ordinance, while 
many of his neighbors, though equally 
guilty, were allowed to go unpunished. 

The Board of Supervisors has 
ordered a tax levy of $25.75 on the $100 
upon the property included within the 
limits of the Manzana Irrigation Dis- 
trict. “This action is taken because of 
the failure of the directors to levy an 
assessment to raise the amount neces- 
rary to meet claims for interest on the 
bonded indebtedness for 1898. 

The Bird forgery case came up in 
Department One yesterday, but no 
further progress than the selection of 
a jury was made. Testimony will be» 
opened this morning. 


THE CITY HAUL.) 


AFTER THE BUNCO GANG 


POLICD COMMISSIONERS WILL BE- 
GIN A CAMPAIGN. 


A Broadway Business Man Com- 
plains That He is the Victim of 

Police Persecution — Inquiries 
About the Expected Bond Issue. 


The gang of bunto men and card 
sharpers that has long infested the 
city furnished a theme for discussion 
at the meeting of the Police Commis- 
sioners yesterday morning. Just be- 
fore the adjournment Mr. Gibbon 
broached the subject, saying that he 
thought the uninterrupted operations 
of these men were a disgrace to the 
city. He thought it high time to rid 
the city of this lawless element, and 
declared that the board should ascer- 
tain ‘‘whether these cheats and steer- 
ers are bigger than the police depart- 
ment.” He suggested that whenever 
the police saw any person talking with 
a bunco-steerer, they should notify the 
intended victim of the: character of 
the man to whom he was talking. He 
thought it would also be well to sta- 
tion offifers outside the regular resorts 
of the gang so as to warn strangers 
about to enter. 

Chief Glass said it would be 
advisable to proceed against the 
bunco men by proceedings under the 
act against conspiracy to defraud. 
Proceedings of this character had 
proved effective in the past. Ten 
years ago a notorious gambler, Rose, 
and his associates were driven out of 
town by prosecution under this act. 

Mr. Gibbon offered a_ resolution,. 
which was adopted, directing the clerk 
of the board to ask Deputy District 
Attorney Chambers whether prosecu- 
tions could be maintained against the 
bunco men under the act cited. 

Several suggestions were made by 
members of the commission. 

Mr. Wyman suggested that two or 
three officers could be detailed to fol- 
low up the bunco men and camp on 
their trail, so as to prev ent them from 
doing any ‘‘business.”’ 

The Chief said that his men had long 
had instructions to do what the -com- 
missioners were suggesting. He ad- 
mitted, however, that he did not be- 
lieve these orders were obeyed. 

Rev. J. P. Widney, pastor of the 
Church of the Nazarene, No. 526 South 
Los Angeles street, appeared before the 
board to ask for the appointment of 
J. A. Pollard as special policeman 
without pay. Dr. Widney said _ that 
members of his congregation had fre- 
quently been subjected to annoyance 
and insult by hoodlums who congre- 
gate near the church. Mr. Widney was 
confident that Pollard, who was de- 
scribed as a man with a fist like a 
sledge-hammer, would be able to 
maintain the peace, if armed with due 
authority. The petition was granted 
and Pollard was appointed a special 
policeman. 

A long communication was received 
from H. O. Brooks, proprietor of the 
Hamman baths, on Broadway. Hae 
complained that while he was recently 
arrested and fined for a Violation of 
the so-called “sign ordinance,’ many 
other business men were allowed to 
violate the ordinance with impunity. 
He said Officer Bob Stewart, who had 
arrested him, refused to arrest others 
who were equally guilty. Brooks ob- 
jected to such discrimination, and gave 
the names of other offenders to the 
officer, but the latter refused to act 
against any of them. Mr. Brooks then 
interviewed Chief Glass, but obtained 
small satisfaction. Two or three police 
captains whom he saw at the station 
were equally unresponsive. Inclosed 
“with Mr. Brooks’s letter was a list of 
thirty or forty firms on Broadway, 
Main, Spring and Second streets, said 
to be violating the sign ordinance. 

This letter called forth some discus- 
sion, and the Chief was instructed to 
notify all violators of the ordinance 
that it would be rigidly enforced. 

The Committee on Uniforms and 
Equipment presented a recommenda- 
tion that the officers on duty at street 
crossings be instructed to wear. White 
gloves and carry white batons. The 
report was adopted, and the Chief was 
authorized to have half a dozen batons 
covered with white enamel for the use 
of the crossing officers. 

The application of D. A. Chick for a 
transfer to himself of the license of 
5. J. Gilmore, No. 304 South Spring 
street, was granted.” 

The application of J. E. Edwards and 
R. T. Goings for a transfer to them- 
selves of the license of Rodman & Go- 
ing, No. 601 East Seventh street, was 
referred to the Chief. 

The application of Robert W. Robin- 
son for appointment as special police- 
man was filed. 

The proceedings concluded with a pri- 
vate session in the Mayor's office, the 
Chigf baving apparently something tol 


say on the subject of bunco-steerers 
that would not bear publication.

That Fire-hose Contract. 

The assertion made by a member of 
the W. C. Furrey Company that the 
company has sixty days in which to 
sign the fire-hose contract and execute 
the bond does not appear to be borne 
out by the facts. Inquiry at the City 
Attorney’s office fails to reveal any 
authority for such a statement. Every 
successful bidder has a reasonable time 
in which to execute his bond and con- 
tract, but sixty days would seem an 
excessive length of time.

IS THIS REPUDIATION? 


MANZANA IRRIGATION DISTRICT 
WON’T PAY BOND INTEREST. 


The Board of Supervisors Forced to 
Take the Matter in Hand—A Tax 
Levy of 825.75 on the 8100 Or- 

- dered — Endless Litigation in 
Sight. 


A tax levy of $25.75 upon the $100 has 
been ordered by the Board of Super- 
visors upon the property included in 
the Manzana Irrigation District, lying 
in the western part of Antelope Val- 
ley. The action was made necessary 
through the refusal of the District 
Board of Directors to levy its annual 
assessment to meet the interest upon 
the bonded indebtedness for the year 
1898. As a reason for this refusal the 
directors allege that the district was 
illegally organized, and is being ille- 
gally maintained. The bondholders, 
however, charge the action to a desire 
to’ repudiate the bonds.’ 

The Manzana Irrigation District was 
organized about four years ago, and 
nearly 3000 acres of land is included 
within its limits. Under the proyis- 
ions of the Wright Act, the property- 
owners voted to bond the district for 
$60,000, but only $40,000 was afterward 
found to be necessary to complete the 
Water system, and bonds for this sum 
were floated at six per cent. interest. 
Interest on the bonds, therefore, would 
amount to a tax of about $1.25 per 
acre on all patented lands in the dis- 
trict, a great portion of which has been 
planted to almond trees. The annual 
assessments were regularly paid until 
last year, when the directors declared 
their determination not to levy af as- 
sessment. They subsequently decided 
differently, however, and interest upon 
the bonds, amounting to $2400, was 
paid. This year the directors posi- 
tively declined to levy an assessment, 
setting up as a defense that the dis- 
trict does not contain the requisite 
number of freeholders; that: the Board 
of Directors is not made up entirely of 
freeholders, as required by law, and 
that the district was not regularly and 
legally organized. 

The law requires the Board of Super- 
visors to levy the assessments in such 
cases, and such action was taken yes- 
terday afternoon by the adoption of 
the following, schedule submitted by. 
the County Assessor: 

'“To the Honorable Board of Super- 
visors: The rate of taxation in Man- 
zana Irrigation District for 1897,.as per 
items furnished me by your board, is 
as follows: 


“Interest due‘Jan. 1, 1898..........$1176 
Interest due July 1, 1898........000. 1176 
Asssessor’s expense ............ 
Tax Collectors’ expense.......... 117

Gross valuation 
“The rate, therefore, will be $28.75 on 
each $100 worth of property, &s per 
assessment made by me.” 

The fact that the assessed valuation 
of the property in the district had 
been fixed by the Assessor at only 
$11,000 when a bonded indebtedness of 
$40,000 was outstanding upon the iden- 
tical property, was the subject of curi- 
osity and inquiry among members of 
the board. The Assessor explained 
that the district was composed of des- 
ert land, and that the orchards were 
not yet four years old, and could not be 
assessed, 

The next move in the game accord- 
ing to the understood programme to 
be followed by the contesting property- 
owners in the district, will be to bring 
suit to enjoin :the Tax Collector from 
ig the amounts assessed against 
them, 

One of the bondholders said yester- 
day that the refusal of the directors 
to make a levy for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on the bonds was not 
much of a surprise to him. 

“Nearly all the neople in the district 
are Povulists or Free Silverites -of 
some denomination, and the principle 
of repudiation comes naturally to 
them. They are, at least, consistent!’ 


HAIR-SPLITTING DECISION, 


Judge York Reverses Lower Court's 
Judgment in the Bruce Case. 

A hair-splitting decision was rendered 
by Judge York yesterday in the case 
of E. T. Casey vs. Nick Brice. Indeed, 
the nature of the decision, together 
with the fact that it was appealed from 
the Township Court upon a-technical- 
ity, furnish the only interesting fea- 
tures found in the case. 

Judgment was rendered against. 
Bruce in the lower court because of 
default.on part of the defendant. He 
had been summoned to appear July 25, 
1896, but failed to put in an appear- 
ance at the trial. Bruce appealed from 
the judgment upon the ground that the 
court Was not one of competent juris- 
diction, and also that the summons 
upon him had been irregularly served 
and that there was no valid return of 
the service. 

The sole point made upon the appeal 
is that the affidavit of service of sum- 
mons does not show that one Stearn— 
who served the same, Wasa male resi- 
dent of the township in which the 
service was made. 

The statutes provide that a summons 
served by officers of a Township Court 
may be served by any male resident 
over the age of 18 years not a party to 
the suit within the county where the 
action is brought. 

“This provision is different from that 
for service of summons In an action in 
the Superior Court,” says Judge York. 


— 


| “In this connection it is provided that 


any persons other than the Sheriff may | 
make service, provided’ he is over the 
age of 18 and not a party to the action. 
The distinction made between the serv- 
ice of a summons issued from a Justice 
Court and one issued from a Superior 
Court is not obvious, but it is to be 
presumed that’ the Legislature had 
some purpose in view in making the 
distinction. . . . The defendant’s con- 
tention is extremely technical, but if 
one of the requirements of a_ valid 
service of summons can be omitted 
others may be omitted, and the law, 
ignored.”’ 

In conclusion, Judge York says: ‘‘The 
requirement of residence is as. impera- 
tive as the requirement of age. If the 
service of summons by a person not 
shown by the affidavit to be 18 years 
of age at the time the summons was 
served by him is invalid, it is equally 
clear that service made by a party not 
shown to be a resident of the county 
at the time of the service is also in- 
valid.” 

The judgment of the lower court is 
reversed. 


BIRD JURY CHOSEN. 


The Forgery Case to Open Up Fall 
Blast This Morning. 

The selection of a jury *vas all the 
progress made yesterday in the forgery 
case in which Richard A. Bird, ex- 
secretary of G. J. Griffith, is charged 
with having forged the name of his 
employer to several checks of various 
denominations. 

The trial proper will be opened this 
morning at 10 o’clock, with Mr. Grif- 
fith, the complaining witness, upon 
the stand. A strong defense will be 
made, and one of the principal points 
to be raised, it is understood, will be 
an attempt to show that Mr. Griffith 
is not able to positively identify his 
own signature. 

The prosecution has subpoenaed 
nearly fifty witnesses. About one-half 
of these are fast women, with whom 
Bird is alleged to have associated as 
a diversion from the strain imposed 
upon him by his duties as a reformer 
and would-be purifier of city politics

AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE. 


Insurance Company Begs to be Al- 
lowed to Pay a Policy. 

It is not often that a life insurance 
company begs “with tears m its eyes” 
and prayerful demeanor for the privi- 
lege of paying a policy, but the New 
York Life Insurance Company is doing 
that very thing in the case of George 
W. Meade, who died January 1 of this 
year, and whose life was insured for 
$20,000. The deceased's widow appears 
as the beneficiary all right enough, but 
the company is in a quandary as to the 
advisability of paying the money to her, 
as there are two other parties who 


| claim an interest in the policy. An- 


thony G. Hubbard bases his right to the 
proceeds of the policy under an alleged 
assignment to him by both Meade and 
his wife prior to the former’s death, 
ahd Sarah J. Turner claims an inter- 
est under an execution for a deficiency 
under foreclosure upon property mort- 
gaged to her by Meade and his wife. 

The insurance company annourices 
in a complaint filed with the County 
Clerk yesterday and in which’ the 
above-named contestants are made de- | 
fendants, that it desires to place the 
$20,000 in the hands of a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. and. leave it to the 
court to determine which one of the 
contesting parties is entitled to the 
money. The company declares that it 
has no claim to the insurance, and does 
not wish to be made defendant in a 
case brought merely to settle a dispute 
between the claimants, 


HAD SHUT OFF THE WATER, 


Damage Suit Against the South Side 
Irrigation Company. 

A damage suit from the South End 
is in progress before Judge Allen and 
a jury. The litigants are Emma G. 
Lattin and the South Side Irrigation 
Company. 

Mrs. Lattin owns thirty-nine acres of 
land, for which the irrigation company 
agreed to furnish water, from year to 
year, until December 31, 1892, shortly 
after which date the supply was cut 
off. Mrs. Lattin says she never de- 
faulted in her payments,’ and denies 
that the company hada right to de- 
prive her of the supply of water, which, 


she says, she had every reason to be- 


lieve would be permanent. She had 
planted her lands to garden stuffs, and 
realized good returns until the com- 
pany declined to furnish her with the 
water necessary for irrigation purposes. 
This act, she alleges, has damaged her 
in the sum of $7056, for the recovery of 
which suit was brought. 

The answer to the tells a 
different story. The South Side Irriga- 
tion Company was organized for the 
purpose of contracting with the city to 
dispose of the city sewage by distrib- 
uting it among the vegetable-growers 
at the southerly limits of the city for 
irrigation purposes. Mrs. Lattin’s 
lands came within the scope of the 
company’s supply system, and pipes 
were laid to conduct a portion of the 
sewage to her property. All went well 
until early in 1893, when owners of 
property adjoining that of Mrs. Lattin 

objected on the ground that the sewage 
used to irrigate and fertilize her acres 
had become offensive and dangerous to 
health. Thereupon the company shut 
off the flow to thfs particular piece of 
property, defending its action by alleg- 
ing that it was acting as an agent for 
the city; that it was carrying out its 
contract at a loss, and that it did not 
propose to be haled into court on a 
charge of maintaining or contributing 
to a public nuisance. The company also 
holds that it did not agree to furnish 
a supply of water for Mrs. Lattin’s 
lands later than the year 1892. 

The trial of the case will probably 
continue for several days.

a petition in insolvency. Knox's liabili- 
ae are $977.

Divorce Proceedings Cut Short by

The 
husband's attorney presented a ietter 
the wife, in which she stated that 
she had ‘decided te return to the bosom 
of her spouse, who, after the proceed- 
ings had been brought, promised faith- 
fully to mend his ways and act in a 

manner becoming a, husband. 
“Well, under the circumstances,” said 


the court, “I think jt best to dismiss |:

He was whipping a smaller 
boy pamed Mazet ‘when George; one 
of the older Abbott brothers, appeared 
on the scene and tried to act as a 
peacemaker, Frank resented this in- 
terference by drawing a revolver, with 
which he began to pump lead at his 
brother. George was unarmed, but de- 
fended himself with. stones. 

The novel duel did not last long, for 
the revolver failed to go off after the 
second shot was fired, although Frank 
pulled the trigger industriously enough 
to secure better results. Meantime, 
the shower of stones about his head 
became so hot that he beat a retreat.

COMMERCIAL. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT IN LONDON. 
About a year ago the experiments 
that had been made in the line of ship- 
ping fresh California fruit to England 
had proved so unsatisfactory that there 
was a general impression among Cali- 
fornia fruit-growers to the effect that 
such shipments would not prove re- 
munerative—at least, not until some 
marked improvements in the present 
methods of shipping fruit long dis- 
tances should be discovered. During 
the past season, however, shipments 
of fruit made from California to the 
English markets have in many cases 
proved quite successful, and the Eng- 
lish papers have been saying some very 
complimentary things about the fruit. 

The following letter from the hand- 
lers of the bulk of California fruit in 
England, Messrs. Garcia, Jacobs & 
..Co., of London, Liverpool and Glas- 
*. gow, should be of special interest to all 
reuit-growers in California: 
afCOVENT GARDEN, LONDON, 

“Oct. 9, 1897. 

“Lumley Bros., Editors the. Enter- 
prise, Porterville, Cal.—Dear Sirs: It is 
some e since we have had the pleas- 
ure of addressing you and in the in- 
terim the Californian trade to London 
in pears, plums and peaches has greatly 
developed. It will be a satisfaction for 
your reade?s to know that the Cali- 
fornian fruit is held in greater estima- 
tion than even on our markets, and in 
consequence @f the short crop of Eng- 
lish and Contigental fruit, it has been 
possible to r ze prices. sufficiently 
high to be remunerative to the ship- 
pers. The senders have been Porter 
Bros. Co., Earl’ ¥ruit Company,- and 
A. Block. The caré and attention be- 
stowed on the constgnments has been 
such that they have arrived on the 
London market in even better condi- 
tion than the fruit that comes from a 
distance of about ten to twenty miles 
of London. It seems,difficult to be- 
lieve that the plums and pears, after 
having traveled nearly seven thousand 
miles, should be landed here with the 
bloom on them, as if they had been 
only just picked from \the_ trees. 
Whether regular shipments’ can be 
made in the future will depend in 
@ great extent on the incidental ex- 
penses. Of course every season is not 
like the present one; and should there 
be a large crop of English or French 
fruit, ‘the prices of Californians would 
necessarily suffer. Whether the freight 
from California to New York can be 
reduced is another question: in the 
event of its being brought down to a 
reasonable figure, there would be a 


greatly-increased demand for Califor- } 


nia fruit on the English makets, 
and what is now regarded as a luxury 
would become almost a necessity. 

“We have taken some trouble in 
booming these consignments, first, on 
account of the magnitude of the busi- 
ness; second, on account of the quality 
of the produce. The principal thing 
to be feared is that, without a reduc- 
tion of freight, the realization here may 
not be sufficiently high to be remunera- 
tive to the shippers. It must, however, 
always be borne in mind that the cul- 
tivation of fruit in California is in- 
creasing yearly ,and that it will be 
necessary to seek fresh fields and pas- 
tures new as an outlet for this pro- 
duce. 

“In the development of this trade, the 
g Line, and the Southwestern 

ilroad Company have put forth their 
best efforts; and a record of quick 
delivery was made by the St. Paul 
bringing 5000 packages, which left New 
York, landed at Southampton, and 
were in our warehouse ready for sale 
within seven days and four hours. All 
seem anxious to develop this business, 
as they know that the fruit is much 
appreciated here. 

“The orange season is now approach- 
ing, and there are already inquiries for 
the navel orange, or, as we prefer to 
term it, the “seedless orange’’—a more 
appropriate and better sounding title. 
The expense incurred in the transmis- 
sion of these make the prices so high 
that only the well-to-do are able to 
purchase them. If they come here in 
moderately large quantities, and in 
food condition, fair prices will be 
maintained. Of course, when there is 
only a small quantity on the maket 
the results are higher than when the 
supply is large. We hope to have the 
pleasure of addressing you again as 
Soon as the California orange season 
commences, in the mantime, we are

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

SAN DIEGO OIL. Dr. Crandall, 
described by the San Diego Union as 
“an oil expert who first located the oi) 
fields in and around Los Angeles,” has 
been telling that paper that “the best 
otentions of petroleum in large quan- 
ities ever encountered in California” 
existed at La Costa, thirty-five miles 
horth of San Diego, on the Southern 
California Railroad. The Union says: 

“Within two hundred feet of the 
tailroad station the surface of the 
proses was black with oil and indica- 
iors of subterranean gas reservoirs, at 
three points in the immediate vicinity 
the indications being particularly 
trong. Wells at these spots, in the 
bpinion of Dr. Crandall, would produce 
from 100 to 400 barrels of oil a day, a 
outlook.

country.” 

The indications on the surface may 
be very flattering. There are strong 
indications of petroleum at some points 
in the neighborhood of Los Angeles, 
where the ground is covered with brea, 
but no paying deposits have been 
struck there. 
since a well was sunk a short distance 
north of San Diego, but so far nothing 
has been heard of the discovery of oil. 

There is little doubt that the oil belt 
of California extends along the entire 
Coast, from Oregon to the Mexican 
line. It is, however, by no means con- 
tinuous. In some places it is covered 
up, and in other places the volatile 
constituents of the ofl have evapor- 
ated through broken strata. Search- 
ing for profitable oil fields under such 
conditions involves a considerable out- 
lay, with the risk of ultimate loss, and 
should only be undertaken by those 
who are able to lose a moderate 
amount of money. On the other 
hand, the profits, when a remunerative 
oil field is discovered in acreage prop- 

oped that San Diego may de- 
velop the biggest kind of an oil field. 
There will be f&market for all the fuel 
oil that can* be drawn from the 
ground in Southern California. 

OIL FROM MESQUITE BEANS. 
The mesquite bush grows abundantly 
in Arizona, New Mexico, Texas and 
other States, where it sometimes at- 
tains the size of a good-sized tree, and 
is largely cut for timber on the plains. 
The bean of the mesquite is used by 
Indians as food, and is eaten by cattle. 
According to a dispatch from San An- 
tonio, Tex., the problem of how to 
utilize the vast quantities of mesquite 
beans that grow on the prairies of 
Western Texas has, it is believed, been 
solved. Numerous experiments at con- 
verting the. bean into a marketable 
commodity have been made in recent 
years, but have been productive of no 
permanent results. The dispatch says: 

A. J. Conley, manager of the Luling 
cotton oil mill, believes he has solved 
the problem. He had gathered a ton 
of mesquite beans and treated in the 
Same manher as cotton seed. From 
the ton of beans he secured sixteen and 
one-half gallons of clear, amber-col- 
ored oil, very rich and with a very 
pleasant, aromatic smell.. The cake is 
dark brown, quite oily and is eaten 
greedily by stock. It is a well-known 
fact that stock fatten rapidly on the 
beans, and that the year when the crop 
is a heavy one is always a _prosper- 
ous one for stockmen. This year the 
beans are very plentiful, thousands of 
tons of them falling from the trees and 
rotting. If they could be saved in the 
shape of oil cake there would be almost 
rn to carry stock through the 

rinter.”’ 


HAVE WE ANY HERE? A Minne- 
apolis trade paper reports that when a 
committee of business men some years 
ago interviewed a certain capitalist, 
and asked him to aid in securing new 
manufactories, etc., he delivered him- 
self as follows:

“What is the value of a man who 
thinks and talks thus, to any city, and 
why should men show honor and def- 
erence to citizens who wish to reap 
where they have not sowed, and to 
gather where they have not strewn.”

This was overlooked, 
however, Minneapolis receltved only the 
moderate number of 427 cars, although the 
millers and bakers of that city were like- 
wise paying a handsome inducement (1% 
cents over December price) for country ele- 
vator men to hurry their wheat to the front. 
The receipts at the two big Northwestern 
markets were 1473 cars, against 1136 a year 
ago and 838 last year. Chicago received 173 
cars, compared with 217 Tuesday last week, 
and 129 a year ago. The stock of contract 
wheat in Chicago increased from $35,000 bush- 
els to ,1,607,000 bushels, an addition during 
the week of 627,000 bushels. The clearances 
of wheat and flour from the Atlantic sea- 
board and gulf ports were equal to 596,000 
bushels.

a. drug. A few Muscats in crates are wanted. 
It ‘takes very few to supply the demand, ncow- 
adays. Very few Isabellas offering. Wine 
grapes are not worth quoting; only a stray 
lot arrives; the demand has been satisfied. 
New oranges are coming in more freely, and 
prices are lower; the southern crop will be 
large, judging from reports. New Lady apples 
were received; they brought $2 for large 
boxes and 60 cents for small boxes; they 
came from Oregon and some from El Do- 
rado.

NARROW-GAUGE MOTOR LOCOMO- 
TIVE SUFFERS A COLLAPSE. 


Travel Will be Suspended Until It 

is Restored—Proceedings of the 

Board of Supervisors—Waters in 

' -San-Antonio Creek Must be Left 
Alone, 


SAN BERNARDINO Nov. 16.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] The Southern Pacific motor 
locomotive. on the Redlands branch, leaving 
here at 12:20 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, 
wobbled off the rickety rails in the out- 
skirts of the city, humped itself over the 
ties for some yards, ran into a sand bank, 
took a.twist around and then laid over on 
its side. 

The accident: happened on First street, be- 
tweon B and C, on a straight stretch of 
track, and was caused by the flange on the 
right-hand forward truck being caught by 
the lip of the rail. There were about a dozen 
passengers in the car, most of whom are resi- 
dents of Redlands. Everybody was consider- 
ably shaken up, but nobody was hurt. After 
the locomotive left the rails Fireman Cutting 
jumped.. Engineer Simpson stuck to his 
post until fhe locomotive was preparing to 
topple over, when he also jumped and escaped 
uninjured, 

The fire in the boiler was promptly ex- 
tinguished, and a wrecking crew sent to the 
spot. As the only other narrow-gauge engine 
on the road is in the shops at Los Angcles, 
it is not probable that travel on the motor 
lihe will be resumed ‘before Thursday, but 
extra trains between Redlands and San Ber- 
nardino may be run‘via Colton.

The City Becoming an Important , 


Olive Market. 

POMONA, Nov. 16.—{Regular Correspond- | 
ence.J] Some criticism has arisen of late 
regarding a statement in this correspondence 
several weeks since that a sale of pickle 
olives-had been made for $110 per ton. The_re- 
port was made on what was considered good 
authority. Other growers have since com- 
plained that they are unable to get any 
such figure. The fact seems to be that be- 
fore the harvest season opened there were a 
few sales at very good prices, due to the 
anxiety of buyers to secure the small quan- 
tity of strictly gilt-edge fruit which was 


available, and since then lower prices have [ 


prevailed for good pickling olives. The fact 
does not seem yet to be thoroughly under- 
stood that there are olives and olives, and 
that but a comparatively small portion of the 
fruit grown is of the strictly fancy kinds. The 
fagt that\the Pomona olive mill is running 
while othérs are closed has led to this city 
becoming the leadirig olive market of South- 
Southern California this year, and offers of 
fruit are reaching ‘here from all quarters. 
While in some cases ee prices are being 
paid, the fruit offered here is, to a great ex- 
tent, that which is not adapted to pickling, 


and oorer low as £20 per 
ton is offered, a price which will,little more 
ean pay for picking and deliverg. The crit- 


icism of the buyers who offer these prices is 
hardly: justifiable. In passing through the 
experimental period of the olive, varieties 
have been planted which are not adapted to 
the conditions, and which are not suited to 
pickling, while the ail market is in a de- 
moralized condition. Experimental work has 
at last given very definite knowledge as to 
the best varieties to plant, and the growers 
are now very generally taking advantage of 
that knowledge by grafting better varicties 
into trees which produce inferior varietics. 
In a very few years there will be a great 
improvement in thé industry.

Prospects of Early Completion 
the Railroad. 


RANDSBURG, Nov. 15.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The middle of November and no 
stormy weather yet. The nights are a /ittle 
cool, but the days are fine, and cverybody 
is taking advantage of them to push work. 
A great deal of assessment work is now be- 
ing done. There are few idle men who really 
want to work in the camp.

The track is 
laid about twelve miles from Kramer, send 
has been delayed somewhat recently by lack 
of mateial.

SHORTAGE OF CITY FUNDS EM- 


BARRASSES THE COUNCIL. 
Auditor and Mayor Disagree and 
the City Attorney Asked to De- 
cide — An Absent Alderman’s 
Seat—Notes and Brevities, 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 16.—[Roegular Correspond- 
ence.] At the meeting of the Common Coun- 
Monday, evening, there was a wrangle 
over the shortage of funds in the city treas- 
ury, eretofore, when bills were to be paid 
out of any certain fund and the money was 
there, the City Auditor has readily certified 
to that effect, regardless of the conditions of 
the other funds, or of the treasury as a sum 
total. But Mayor Reed has declared that this 
must not be. done, and that cognizance of the 
deficit must be taken; that no fund shall be 
drawn upon for new expenses, even if there 
is money in the fund, while other funds are 
This stand taken by the Mayor prac- 
tically tied the hands of the Vouncil, and, as 
a result, somewhat of a wrangle was precipi- 
tated in the Council when the position of the 
Mayor was madé known. Some of the Coun- 
cilmen said it was a high-handed proceeding 
on the part of the Mayor, and that it was in- 
terfering with the rights of the Council. 
Other members preferred first to have legal 
advice before eapeeening themselves 40 any 
considcrable. extent, and it was finally de- 
cided to ask the City Attorney for an cpinion 
as to whether or not the City Auditor had a

and, following ‘this order, the Council decided 
to meet again this evening to hear the result 
of the City Attorney’s investigations during 
the day. 

The Finance Committee's report, recom- 
mending a transfer of $200 to the public health 
fund to operate the crematory; that the Coun- 
cil fix a time to visit the crematory during 
the test period; that the Board of Public 
Works be authorized to appoint a crematory 
superintendent at a salary of $75 per month;

PLANS FOR SEWER SYSTEM ARE 
ADOPTED BY TRUSTEES. 


Plans for Outfall System Approved. 
About the County’s New Bridge. 
Trial of Butler in Progress. 
Other Matters of Interest. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 16.— [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The Board of City Trustees, to- 
gether with the engineers and a number of 
citizens, this week inspected the*%propcsed line 
for the outfall sewer system. It was almost 
unanimously agreed that the route proposea 
by Mr. Kellogg was the most feasible. In 
pursuance of this opinion, the board at its 
regular meeting last night adopted the plan 
for the inside system, and approved the plan 
for the outfall as drawn by Mr. Kellogg. The 
engineers were instructed to make a com- 
plete report of the system as approved by the 
board. The necessary legal steps will then 
be taken to bring the question toa vote. The 
outfall line, as approved by the board, will 
commence at the confluence of the inside sys- 
tem, at the corner of Baker street and Chest- 
nut avenue, and run in a direct line to a 
stretch of sandy river bottom, which the city 
expects to purchase. This strip contains 
about seventeen acres, and can be bought for 
a mere trifle, as it is rthiess. The outfall 
pipe will be fourteen-inch, either regulation 
sewer or wood, the difference in cost being 
very little. The wooden pipe is composed of 
heavy staves, held together by iron bands, 
and will resist a much beavier pressure than 
the ordifary sewer pipe. It is absolutely 
impervious.

States Department of Agriculture cli- 
mate and crop bulletin for Southern 
California for the week ending No-. 
vember 15, 1897: . 

The weather was fair throughout 
the week, with considerable dry north- 
elry to easterly winds the earlier part, 
and occasional light frosts in low 
grounds the latter portion, which did 
no damage. Plowing continues, but 
the ground is getting very dry, and 
some orchardists are irrigating trees. 
Rain is very much needed for all pur- 
poses. Oranges are coloring fast, and 
fruitesufficiently ripe in being picked 
under favorable weather conditions 
for the holiday trade. Raisin curing is 
over, except in some of the eastern 
sections, where it continues on ac- 
count of the weather having been too 
cool for favorable work. The second 
crop of grapes is being marketed: lo- 
quats are in full bloom, which fur- 
nishes food for bees to make honey. 

Los Angeles city: The weather was 
fair and slightly warmer, with con- 
siderable dry northerly winds the first 
part. Highest temperature, 80 deg.; 
lowest, 46 deg. 

South Los Angeles: The weather 
Was cool and pleasant, with some high 
fog in the mornings. The ground is 
getting dry.
